Washingtin, Nov. 13. 

State Department spokesman 
Michacl McDermott indicated 
today that the United States 
agrees with the position of the 
British Foreign cretary, Mr 
Emest Bevin, — that Russia's 
latest proposals for four-power 
talks on Germany do not con- 
tain a suitable .bnsip ~ for 
negotiations. * 

Mr McDermott, when asked 
to comment at his dally Press 
conference on Mr Bevin's state- 
ment before the House of Com- 
mong, sald he was not surprised 
the British Foreign Secretary 
had taken this position, 

He said the State Department 
could not add anything to the 
statement made by the Secretary 
of State, Mr Dean Acheson, on 
the same subject last week, Mr 
Acheson then said that -while 
the Russian proposal would be 
carefully examined, there apr 
peared to be little hope that 
such talks would be construc- 
tive in view of the position 
taken in the past by Russia to- 
wards an implementation of the 
Austrian peace treaty and other

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Rates Contested 


A special sitting of the 
Supreme Court was held yes- 
terday, when a special jury of 
three were empanclied, to 
hear certain appeals against 
the Police Rates. Mr Pollard 
appeared for the nppellants, 

The first caso was that of 
Messrs Bush and Co. who com- 
ploined that, although simply 
tenants, they had been assessed 
at.a rate much above the sum 
they actually paid: Having 
given evidence to this effect, 
Mr May, one of the assessors, 
diated that this tax was one ¢hat 
by the Ordinance should be 
paid by the owner, and that tho 
tenant therefore -was not. en- 
titled to appeal, But His Lord- 
ship the Chief Justice decided 
that in this case the tax fell 
upon the tenant, and it was de- 
cided that the properties should 
be nsyessed at the rents actually 
- pald, and not at those at which 

. "the assessors had valued them. 

The other case was on tho 
petition of Messrs Dent and Co., 
who corjptained, of excessive 
taxation on varlows Nouses, the 
proporty of the firm, and oc- 
oupied by them. This having 
been proved by the evidence of 
Mr Olding and ‘others, the 
Court granted the = redress 
- claimed, omounting to a per- 
centage on nearly $5,000 per 
annum, Without costs, on the 
ground that. timely objection 
had mot ‘ocon made by the ap.
